Klght years ago, in 
July, prices averaged only 73.69 pet 
cent of the prices for the same article) 
and in the same market* January 1 
I860, and this remained the lowest 
point ever touehed until August 10, 
189S, when the average fell to 79.76, 
but early this year prices dropped be- 
low all previous record*, and have 
never recovered, the avemge Decem- 
ber 26 being only 69.73 per cent of the 
price in I860 The range was very little 
higher at the end of the year, and 
about as low October 25. 

"The fall since a year ago has been
